RUG TAK 
OVER MILL 


COALINGA, Aug. 11.—Flaming: oil 
in the great reservoir at Oil Fields 
boiled over the rim of the “tank’ 
during Monday night and‘ destroyed 
the suction line through which oil 
was being drained from the bottom 
at the rate of 20,000 barrels a day 
and pumped .to other tanks. With 
this escape line destroyéd there is 
nothing left but to exert every effort 
to hold" the flames within the con- 
fines of the reservoir until the fire 
burns itself out. 


Three hundred men are making a 
desperate attempt to check a $1,- 
600,000 fire in a 750,000-barrel reser- 
voir, caused when a freak electrical 
storm swept over the Coalinga oi} 
Gistrict Monday. 


So far, the fire fighters have suc- 
ceeded in keeping the flames from 
spreading to the main tank farm of 
the Shell Oil company, three miles 
distant. This farm, containing scores 
of tanks filled with o 1] is valued at 
$5,000,000. 


The big reservoir, contain:sg .750,- 
000 barrels of high-grade oil, is: sit- 
uated at Oil Fields, a Shell commun- 
ity between Coalinga and Fresno. 
The resetvoir is of concrete construc- 
ton and partially submerged in the 
ground. The roof, however, was of 
combustible material and was quick- 
ly destroyed. 


With the cover burned away, a sur- 
face of hundreds of square feet ‘s 
@ mass of roaring flames leaping 250 
feet into the air and making the heat 


unbearable within 100 yards of the 
inferno.
